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L. L. ALSTED BUYS CONTROL 
OF THE LAKESIDE PAPER CO. 


Sale Is Culmination of Several Months of Negotiations—Mill, 
It Is Stated, Will Continue the Manufacture of Book Paper 
and No Changes Will Be Made—Green Bay Wire Cloth 
Co. Makes Improvements—Fond du Lac Paper Co. Will 
Erect Plant to Manufacture Paper Board—Fox Paper Co. 
to Build Plant for the Manufacture of Paper Boxes—Will 
of the Late William Buchanan.

AppLeton, Wis., July 13, 1920.—One of the largest paper mill 
transactions in the history of Wisconsin was completed Friday 
afternoon, when Lewis L. Alsted, Milwaukee, president of the Com- 
bined Locks Paper Company, purchased the stock of the Lakeside 
Paper Company of Neenah, Wis. The transfer took effect imme- 
diately after the sale. The purchase price was not made public. 

The sale marked the culmination of several months’ negotiations. 
Rumors of the transfer have been current in the industry for sev- 
eral weeks, but were denied by both the new owners and Lakeside 
stockholders. 

It was announced that the Lakeside mill will continue the manu- 
facture of book paper and that no immediate changes will be made. 
William C. Nash, who has had charge of the mill as superintendent 
since its establishment, will continue in that capacity. 

New officers of the company are Lewis L. Alsted, president; 
A. J. McKay, Appleton, vice-president and treasurer; L. A. Lecher, 
secretary. Mr. Alsted is also president of the Great Lakes Paper 
Company of Fort William, Ont., Canada. Mr. McKay is vice- 
president of that company, and is also manager of the Combined 
Locks Company, which operates a five-machine paper mill, a fifty- 
ton sulphite plant and a large ground wood mill. Mr. Lecher is 
secretary of the Combined Locks Company. 

The Lakeside company is now making about 15,000 tons annually 
on two machines—one 118-inch Fourdrinier and one 114-inch 
Harper Fourdrinier. The beater and Jordan equipment is slightly 
in excess of that required to operate the two machines, consisting 
of ten beaters and two Jordans. The mill is operated by steam and 


electricity. About 40 acres of land surrounding the mill was in- 
cluded in the transfer. About 140 hands are now employed in 
the mill. 


The Lakeside Paper Company was organized November 9, 1910, 
with L. T. Jourdain and J. L. Fieweger as incorporators. William 
C. Nash and Mr. Jourdain were the promoters. The original di- 
rectors were E. J. Lachman, L. T. jourdain, J. L. Fieweger, Christ 
Walter and Henry Schuetter. Mr. Lachman was elected president and 
served in that capacity until the mill was sold. Mr. Jourdain 
served as vice-president until the death of Mr. Fieweger, about 
three years ago, whom he succeeded as secretary and treasurer. 
George W. Burnside was manager while the mill was under con- 
struction and until March 1, 1919, when he was succeeded by D. E. 
Stowe, Mr. Lachman was elected general manager. Retiring 
officers of the company were Mr. Lachman, president; T. E. Mc- 
Gillan, vice-president; Mr. Jourdain, secretary and treasurer; 
Henry Schuetter, director. 

Construction of the mill was started in 1911, and the first machine 
began making paper June 12, 1912. The second niachine was in- 
stalled soon after and began operations in November of 1913. They 
have been in continuous operation ever since. The company has 
purchased large quantities of waste paper for use in its plant. 

Wire Cloth Company Improvements 

The first of the five new looms was installed in the Green Bay 
Wire Cloth Company’s plant at Green Bay within the last week 
The machine is capable of making a screen 174 inches wide. 


An addition to the main plant, 45 feet long by 50 feet wide, was 
completed very recently. The building is now 50 feet wide by 120 
feet long and has room for eleven looms. Orders have been 
placed for four more machines to supplement the seven now in use. 
They will make wire screen 112, 145, 170 and 190 inches wide. The 
principal owners of the Green Bay company are Eugene Fox and 
Carl Maeser, both formerly employed in the Appleton Wire Works 
plant in Appleton. The Green Bay company was organized within 
the last three years. 

Fond du Lac Paper Co. to Build 

A ten-ton mill which will convert waste paper into paper board 
is to be constructed by the newly organized Fond du Lac Paper 
Company, it was announced following the organization meeting at 
which officers were elected and plans made for a stock selling 
campaign. The company is capitalized at $100,000 and has options 
on a site for a large plant. Officers are Leopold Wimmer, presi- 
dent; Maurice Green, vice-president; R. L. Morse, secretary; E. A. 
Wright, treasurer. The officers, with Emil A. Swenson, make up 
the board of directors. 

Fox Paper Co. to Build 

Construction of a building for the Fox Paper Company, a newly 
organized concern, is to be started in Neenah, Wis., at once. The 
new company will manufacture paper boxes and supplies. It is 
capitalized at $50,000. The main building is to be 120 feet long and 
60 feet wide. It is planned to begin operations early in the 
winter. Machinery has been ordered and much of it will be ready 
for delivery when the building is finished. About 30 men will be 
employed at the start. 

New Superintendent for Fox River Paper Co. 

E. J. Timme, connected with the Monadnock Paper Mills of 
Bennington, N. H., for several years, has been appointed general 
superintendent of the Fox River Paper Company and has taken 
charge of his work. Mr. Timme has been connected with several 
eastern mills, but is a native of Wisconsin. 

The new superintendent will be in charge of both the company’s 
mills. He succeeds H. L. Furminger, who left June 1 for a sev- 
eral months’ tour of Europe. 

To Build New Dam at Potato Rapids 

The Jorgeonson Construction Company, which built the new 
Peshtigo Pulp and Paper Company mill, has been awarded the 
contract for building a new dam at Potato Rapids for a power 
house which will generate electricity for the paper plant and also 
for the Peshtigo Fibre Company’s mill. 

A large crew of men has started work on the sulphite plant and 
expects to have it complete by the first of next year. The two 
enterprises represent an expenditure of over a half million dollars. 

The project also involves the relaying of the Wisconsin and 
Michigan railroad from Peshtigo to Bagley junction. The paper 
company recently purchased the right of way and is preparing for 
excellent railroad facilities to the sulphite plant. 


Will of Late William Buchanan 

The will of the late William Buchanan, founder of Appleton 
wire works, disposes of an estate valued at about $200,000. The 
will directs that $25,000 be paid to the widow and the remainder 
is bequeathed to John L. Hettinger, a friend of the family, to be held 
in trust until Mrs. Buchanan’s death. The will stipulates that Mr. 
Hettinger shall not be required to give bond for faithful adminis- 
tration of the estate. 

After Mrs. Buchanan’s death the administrator will pay sums 
ranging from $12,500 to $1,000 to sons, grandchildren and 
nephews of the decedent, and the remainder of the estate is to go 
to a daughter, Miss Annette Buchanan. 

Mr. Buchanan established the Appleton wire works in the early 
‘00s, but retired from active connection with the business several 
years ago. He was connected with several eastern mills before 


coming to Appleton. 
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ANOTHER BIG PAPER PLANT 
MAY LOCATE IN WATERTOWN 


Representatives of a Large Paper Board Manufacturing Con- 
cern Are Making Inquiries With a View of Locating in 
This City—Board of the Black River Regulating District 
Is to Install Several Rainfall Stations at Various Points 
in the River Watershed—John W. Phippen to Go With 
Knowlton Bros. in Important ‘Capacity—Water Power 
Conditions Along the Black River Unusually Favorable.

Watertown, N. Y., July 12, 1920—Another large paper manu- 
facturing concern will locate in or about Watertown if accommo- 
dations satisfactory can be accorded. In a letter received today 
by Ralph S. Baker, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, inquiry 
is made by the representative of a paper board manufacturing con- 
cern concerning possibilities here, 

The requirements outlined by the paper company are these: A 
river flow of 500,000 gallons per day, a site covering from five to 
15 acres of land, side track connections and if possible a building 
containing 10,000 square feet of floor space. It is stated that about 
five carloads of material a day would be shipped to the mill and 
the output would be in proportion and shipped to all major points 
in the East. 


The Chamber of Commerce will give special consideration to the 


proposition and it is believed that there may be available in this 
locality a property that will meet the requirements of the prospec- 
tive industry. 

Secretary Baker said today that he has received numerous in- 
quiries in behalf of industries that would locate in this section or 
city. In view of the fact that nothing definite has developed he is 
not ready to mention names. In addition to the legitimate in- 
quiries he has received numerous inquiries from “location, pro- 
motion or business survey” engineers, asking concerning available 
local industry sites and what inducements the city will offer for 
such industries to locate here. 


To Install Rainfall Stations 


Several rainfall stations are to be installed at various points in 
the Black River watershed by the Board of the Black River Regu- 
lating District, it was announced today by J. Victor Baron, chair- 
man of the board. Action to that end was taken at a meeting 
held Saturday. 

That the district is to be managed on a highly scientific basis is 
indicated in part by this step. The board wants to know at all 
times just what the rainfall and water conditions are. If it is 
found that the river flow is being affected by rainfall the reservoir 
gates will be controlled accordingly. 

The stations will be placed at various points in the district in 
some farm yards where the expense of taking the records will be 
negligible. These rain records will be mailed to headquarters 
promptly so that the flow of water from various reservoirs may 
be governed according to the rainfall. 


J. W. Phippen to Go With Knowlton Bros. 

John W. Phippen, whose resignation as superintendent of the 
Water, Light & Power department of the city becomes effective 
July 15, will take a very responsible position at Knowlton Brothers 
on July 16. He will be in complete charge of the extensive work 
being promoted by the paper company in renovating the pew 
properties acquired. The Harmon Machine Company and the New 
York Air Brake Company buildings adjacent to the mill will be 
materially altered to meet the requirements of the paper company, 
and Mr. Phippen will direct the work. He will also have charge 
of alterations to the old mill. 


For 20 years Mr. Phippen has been in the service of the city, 
at first in the Public Works department and for many years as 
head of the water department. His work in the later department 
was directly under the observation of Commissioner H. E. Harmon 
of the Water Board, who is an officer of Knowlton Brothers, 
and his true worth was recognized and his services sought as 
soon as it was known that he would retire from his office in the 
new city government. 

The first pay envelope Mr. Phippen ever received in this city he 
got from Knowlton Brothers, he said today. That was 31 years 
ago. He was in the millwright department at that time. He said 
he started work with the understanding that he was to receive $2 
a day, but when Sunday night arrived he had been home just twice, 
one night at 10 o’clock and another night at 2 o’clock. When 
George S. Knowlton handed him his first envelope it contained 
$25. He worked there for several years before accepting a posi- 
tion with the Harmon Machine Company. 

Mr. Phippen said today that he had planned to take a few weeks’ 
vacation before assuming the duties of his new position, but had 
about decided to forego the vacation at this time. It is recognized 
that what is the city’s loss is Knowlton Brothers’ gain. 

Water Power Conditions Favorable 


Water power conditions along the Black river were never better 
at this time of the season than they are just now. The rains of the 
past two weeks have now brought the river flow to a point where 
plants are able to operate at full capacity and still have the water 
flowing over the dams. 

The dry spell of early June had forced the river down to a 
point where several of- the paper mills along the stream in this 
neighborhood were unable to operate at full capacity, and other 
manufacturing plants in this city were shut down a portion of 
the time, at least in part. It required several days of heavy rain 
before the soil had become saturated sufficiently to permit a raise 
in the river, but this point has been reached with a rapid raise in 
river flow coming this week. It is believed now that the usual dry 
river beds will not be seen again this season. 

The water condition is pleasing to the manufacturers just now, 
but they are still badly hampered by shortage of cars. If this 
drawback is soon remedied it will mean a record summer pro- 
duction for the many mills in the Black River valley. 

Knowlton Bros. Outing 

The big Knowlton Brothers’ annual outing will be held at Camp- 
bells Point this year on Saturday, August 14. Decision to that 
effect was announced this morning by j’. C. McCormick of the 
arrangements committee. It will be an all day affair with a pro- 
gram of sports and social events that will discount any previous 
efforts. 

Last year the outing was held at Clayton Park, but this year 
it has been decided to journey to the nearby popular resort which 
has developed into the mecca for similar affairs from all parts of 
this section. The athletic field is ideal for the sports, the shaded 
trees are delightful for relaxation, the bathing beach is perfect this 
year and the hotel accommodations for dinner and dancing are 
perfect. The details for the program and prizes awarded will be 
worked out forthwith. 

The employes of the company are today receiving all the sugar 
they want for the canning season delivered at their doors. The 
company officials ordered at wholesale a large consignment of 
sugar which costs the employes 25 cents a pound for whatever 
amounts they desire. It was at first planned to order a car load, 
but this idea was abandoned because of the fact that it was much 
more than could be absorbed by the employes. 

To Attend Conference of Purchasing Agents 

H. E. Harmon, general manager and head of the sales depart- 
ment of Knowlton Brothers, Inc., left Thursday night for Spring- 
field, Mass., to attend a conference of paper mill purchasing agents. 
He expected to remain in the East several days. 
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ORDER FT. FRANCES PAPER CO. 
TO REFUND EXCESS PRICES 


Court Decides That Company Must Refund to Newspapers All 
Charges Over and Above Authorized Price for News 
Print, Amounting to About $122,000—Decision of the 
Tribunal to Be Carried to Another Court—Canada Paper 
Co. Appeals Court Decision Restraining It from Using 
Sulphate of Soda—List of Directors of the New Riordon 
Co.-International New Mill.

MontTrREAL, Que., July 12, 1920—The Paper Control Tribunal 
held their sitting in Montreal during the week to adjudicate the 
dispute between the Fort Frances Pulp and Paper Company and 
the Canadian Daily Newspaper Association in regard to the price 
of news print supplied by the company to a number of Western 
newspapers. The dispute had to do with the price of news print 
as fixed by the paper controller. It was contended that the 
company charged prices in excess of those allowed and that there 
had been a total overcharge of $122,000. Counsel for the paper 
company did not dispute the figures, but said his company had 
shipped to Western publishers a good deal in excess of the 15 
per cent., which, under the tribunal’s order, the company was 
required to ship to them. This excess over proper quota it had 
had to replace by purchases from the Spanish River Pulp and 
Paper Company, paying $80 a ton. While, therefore, the com- 
pany was willing to agree to the figure of $69 for the 15 per cent. 
which it was required to supply, it submitted that it was unjust to 
ask it to refund excess on material for which it had had to pay 
$80, not $69 a ton. After hearing counsel on both sides, the 
court decided that the company must refund to the various news- 
papers concerned all charges over and above the authorized prices 
for news print, amounting to about $122,000. At the same time 
the Tribunal granted the appeal of the Fort Frances Pulp and 
Paper Company against another ruling, and allowed the company 
to charge $80 a ton for paper from and after December 31, 1919. 
While no date was set for the continuance of this order it was 
understood that it would mean until the recent advance in prices 
allowed on July 1. In any event it was intimated by I. Helimuth, 
K.C., who appeared for the company, that the decision of the 
Tribunal would be carried to another court, since the company 
challenged the jurisdiction of the Paper Control Tribunal. The 
details as to the price which the court sustained by its judgment 
are as follows: 

From January 1 to 31, 1918, $50 per ton. 

From February 1 to June 30, 1918, $57 per ton. 

From July 1 to November 30, 1918, $66 per ton. 

From December 1, 1918, to December 31, 1919, $69 per ton, with 
an additional charge of $3 per ton in each case for shipments in 
less than carload lots. 


Canada Paper Company Goes to Appeal 


A. W. P. Buchanan, K.C., on behalf of the Canada Paper 
Company, has inscribed in appeal, in the Court of King’s Bench, 
Montreal, the judgment of the Superior Court, rendered by Mr. 
Justice Maclennan, granting the petition of Albert Joseph Brown, 
K.C., and ordering the company to perpetually refrain from using 
sulphate of soda or any other obnoxious compounds calculated to 
give off objectionable odors, in the manufacture of pulp and paper 
at the company’s works at Windsor Mills, Que. 

The company submits that the discharge of gases from the 
mill in question is not injurious to health or vegetation. The 
process of manufacture of pulp and paper adopted by the defend- 
ants is one of the most modern. Carbonate of soda was used up 
to 1908, but now the use of sulphate of soda is the only process 


that enables its mills to compete with imported pulp and also 
with pulp largely manufactured by this process in this country. It 
is submitted that there is no known process commercially prac- 
ticable for removing all or even the major portion of the so-called 
bad smelling compounds and fumes from the discharged gases 
of sulphate pulp. If the injunction is allowed to stand, appellants 
say they will be compelled to close their chemical or pulp mill 
and also a portion of their paper mill, which gives employment to 
a large number of the inhabitants of the town. 


Higher Stumpage in New Brunswick 
New stumpage rates are to be announced by the Government 
of New Brunswick before August 1 for lumber to be cut upon 
the Crown lands in the ensuing year. It is expected that there 
will be an advance from $3.50 per thousand, on spruce, up to $5, 
the latter being the amount which was mentioned at the last 
session of the Legislature. 


Brompton Shareholders Agree 

At a meeting of the shareholders of the Brompton Pulp and 
Paper Company, at Montreal, sanction was given to the proposal 
to increase the common capitalization, which now consists of 
70,000 shares of a par value of $100 each, to 210,000 shares of no 
par-value. Of the latter issue present shareholders of the com- 
pany will receive two of the new securities for each one of the 
old, the balance of 70,000 shares remaining in the Brompton 
treasury to be issued in order to provide for future exigencies 
in the way of financing. It has been stated, however, that there 
is no present intention on the part of the board to issue any 
portion of the new stock in the treasury, the financial position of 
the company at the present time being so comfortable that the 
extensions at East Angus and elsewhere now in process of com- 
pletion are being provided for out of current earnings. 


Directors of New Riordon Company 

A list of the directors of the new Riordon Company, Ltd., is 
comprised largely of members of the old Riordon Pulp and 
Paper Company, with two important additions, W. D. Ross of 
Toronto, a director of the Bank of Nova Scotia, the Nova Scotia 
Steel and Coal Company, and various other enterprises, and 
Senator W. C. Edwards of Ottawa. The board and officers of 
the new company are as follows: Charles Riordon, president Carl 
Riordon, vice-president and managing director; C. B. Thorne, 
second: vice-president and technical director; J. B. White, third 
vice-president and timber director; T. E. Warren, manager of 
the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, fourth vice-president 
and mercantile director; F. B. Whittet, secretary and treasurer ; 
J. S. Douglas, gencral manager of the Mail Printing Company, 
Toronto; T. J. Stevenson; C. G. Bancroft, president, International 
Trust Company, Boston; J. W. Wheeler, Parkinson & Burr, 
Boston; W. D. Ross, and Senator W. C, Edwards. 

Three additional directors will be named at a later date, com- 
pleting the full establishment of the board, which provides for 
fifteen members. 

The board of the Gatineau Company, Ltd. has also been 
appointed, and is constituted exactly as the board of the Riordon 
Company, Ltd. The Gatineau Company, Ltd. takes over the 
Edwards and Gilmour & Hughson properties. All its capital 
stock is owned by the Riordon Company, Ltd. 


Aerial Patrol for Price Brothers’ Limits 
Price Brothers & Co. have completed arrangements for an 
aerial service which will not only establish a fire control over 
their far-spreading limits, but will also carry out an aerial survey. 
Two machines have been purchased; they are of the Martinsyde 
type seaplanes which have a climbing power with a full load of 
1,000 pounds of 10,000 feet in fifteen minutes, with a maximum 
speed of 127 miles per hour. The pilots are former officers in 
(Continued on page 20) 
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the Royal Air Force, and photographers are also being engaged 
who during the war gained their experience at the front and 
helped to build the largest mosaic map of the Western front 
during the war. The aerial patrol will photograph with special 
aerial cameras a part of the limits of Price Brothers & Co. The 
photographs once developed will either be enlarged or reduced 
to a predetermined scale, build into mosaic maps and then rephoto- 
graphed into finished aerial maps, ready for comparison with 
known surveyed ground. Special photographs of dams, river 
heads, burnt areas, etc., will be made from photographs taken at 
a height of 1,000 feet. 

To facilitate this work the maps of the province of Quebec 
have been squared according to the military system used during 
the war, and approved by the Forestry Branch of the Provincial 
Government of Quebec. Besides photographic operations, the 
planes will be used for the inspection trips of bush managers or 
superintendents and for transport of cruising parties with their 
supplies. 

International Paper Company’s New Mill 

It is expected that the new mill of the International Paper 
Company at Three Rivers, Que., will start production on Novem- 
ber 1, next, with an output of eighty tons of sulphite pulp per 
day. 

Forest Fires Reported 

C. G. Piche, chief of the Forestry Department of the Quebec 
Government, has received information from Indians living along 
the Upper St. Maurice River, near the Hudson Bay basin, that 
forest fires are devastating those immense areas. Mr. Piche 
declares that prompt protective steps will be immediately taken. 


The Whalen Pulp Company’s Success 

The annual report of the Whalen Pulp and Paper Mills for 
the fiscal year ending February 29, 1920, shows a great change in 
the finances of the company. For the previous year there was a 
deficit of 338,729; last year the balance sheet showed net profits 
of $321,754. The general statement of assets and liabilities shows 
current assets of $1,655,019. This compares with $1,152,747 at 
the end of the previous year. Current liabilities amounted to 
$1,012,890, down from $2,184,424. The total assets at the end of 
the year amounted to $18,420,831, as compared with $16,818,608. 
Of this total, land, buildings and plant represented a value of 
$16,191,775, up from $15,505,701 at the end of the previous year, 
while deferred charges to operations amounted to $560,753, up 
from $190,786. The principal item in this account was discount 
and expenses on debentures and other issues, of $384,577, as com- 
pared with $115,393 a vear ago. 

John Mather, formerly sales manager of the Wayagamack Pulp 
and Paper Company, Three Rivers, and latterly with the Canadian 
Export Paper Company, of Montreal, has been appointed sales 
manager of the Whalen Pulp and Paper Company. 


New Laurentide Director 
Sir Lomer Gouin, who this week retired from the Premiership 
of the Province of Quebec, has been elected a director of the 
Laurentide Company. The stock of the company has been exceed- 
ingly active on the market here during the week, and there ‘are 
persistent remarks of a large pulp and paper merger in connection 
with which some of the biggest paper concerns in Canada are 
mentioned including Laurentide. 
Forest Revenues in Quebec 
The Hon. L. A, Taschereau, who has been elected Premier of 
the Province of Quebec, in succession of Sir Lomer Gouin, in a 
message to the public immediately after taking office said that his 
Government would seek means to increase the revenue from the 


forests of the Province of Quebec. His remarks in this con- 
nection were as follows: 

“As far as I am concerned, I propose to continue, as far as 
possible, the policy inaugurated by Sir Lomer Gouin and prede- 
cessors, which have given such good results. Also I will devote 
myself to the full development of our forestry resources, of our 
mineral resources, and of our fisheries. The possibilities in these 
regards are enormous, and they should give to the province as 
much as can be obtained from these three branches. 

“We have the finest forests in the world. We are leaders in the 
pulp and paper industry, and there is no reason why the province 
should not get from these sources a great deal more than in 
the past.” 

New Mill at Fort William 

A dispatch was received here today from Fort William to 
the effect that arrangements had been completed for the formation 
of the Fort William Pulp and Paper Company, which will imme- 
diately proceed to erect a pulp and paper mill on the mission 
property at the mouth of the Mission River in this city. 

The plant will cost $3,000,000 and work is to be commenced at 
once. The pulp mill will be ready for operation by next March. 
John G. Sutherland, of Dayton, will be president of the Fort 
William Pulp and Paper Company, and S. J. Wehman, of Dayton, 
is at present in the city arranging for the contracts for beginning 
the erection of the mill buildings. This makes the third pulp mill 
definitely announced for this district in the last two weeks, Port 
Arthur, Fort William and Nipigon each getting one. 


Hardwood for Pulp Making 


It has aiways been the hope of pulp and paper men here that 
some method would be discovered whereby hardwoods might 
be used for the manufacture of pulp. At the present time the 
forests of the province are undergoing a change. All the soft 
woods are being cut out and the hardwoods left standing, with a 
result that the latter flourish exceedingly. There are immense 
areas almost entirely covered by hardwoods and if some method 
could be discovered for utilizing this in manufacturing paper, 
great reserves of raw material would be available. The Lauren- 
tide Company is now planning to experiment with hardwoods for 
this purpose. The company has large hardwood holdings, esti- 
mated to contain 1,000,000 cords of available timber. L. A. Nix, 
of the company’s Forestry Department, is now on an exploration 
trip over this area. The company, using Mr. Nix’s report, has 
plans to use about 1,000 cords of the hardwood for experimental 
purposes in the ground wood department of the mill next winter. 


Paper Machines for Wayagamack 

The four machines for the manufacture of Kraft paper, which 
were ordered more than a year ago by the Wayagamack Pulp 
and Paper Company, have not yet been delivered, and it is not 
expected that the first one will be installed until the beginning 
of the coming winter. The machines are being manufactured in 
England, and the principal delay has been caused by a moulders’ 
strike. The four machines will add about fifty tons per day to 
the capacity of the company’s mill, bringing it up to a total of 115 
tons of Kraft paper per day. -

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PAPER DEMAND IN CHICAGO 
SAID TO CONTINUE GOOD 


Slight Falling Off Is Reported from Some Printers Who Ex- 
plain That the Public Is Unwilling to Pay the Steadily 
Increasing Prices—Mills Are Running at Top Speed but 
Complain Because of Lack of Raw Materials—Container 
Club to Hold Its Summer Meeting at Chateau Frontenac, 
Quebec—Interesting and Entertaining Program Has Been 
Prepared—Other Chicago Trade News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, July 12—Members of the paper trade in Chicago 
report demand very good. Jobbers, however, claim that material 
is difficult to obtain. They seem to have plenty of orders to fill 
despite the general cry in some instances of a falling off. This 
falling off is said to be on the part of the printers who are in 
some cases claiming to evidence a let up on the part of the buying 
public. The answer is that there is being shown on the part of 
the public an unwillingness to pay the steadily increasing prices. 
Labor has been an item for the paper trade, though probably not 
causing so much concern in the paper trade as in other trades. 
The shortage of labor is hitting all industries alike. Man power 
is almost unwilling to let itself loose at any cost. Just what will 
come of this dirge no one can explain. 

The general outlook on the part of the mills is bright. When 
the matter of a let up is mentioned it is referred to as only one 
of the periodical falls which are bound to occur every so often. 
Raw materials show a shortage and are hard to get. But in the 
face of this fact the mills are running twenty-four hours a day 
and clamoring for a longer day if it was possible. 

Shipping conditions have been hampering the trade to some 
extent. A few of the smaller mills have had to close down 
entirely because of the lack of fuel to run their plants. However, 
the jobbers seem to be getting paper right along and look at the 
present condition optimistically. 


Billing to Be Larger 


In talking to men along the street, the writer was given the 
impression that things can’t be so bad as some of the more 
pessimistic members of the trade would have one imagine. Every 
one is working hard and there seems to be enough doing to keep 
the machinery rolling. 

One member of the trade intimated that the billing would be 
larger in the very near future. This, he claimed, would result 
from an increase in prices rather than a heavier buying. Buying, 
however, has not fallen off very noticeably during the past week, 
if it has fallen off at all. Of course, here and there a slack in 
the selling end will be noticed, but taking the trade all around 
everything is going along smooth, with not very much to com- 
plain about. 

Container Club to Meet 

The Container Club meeting will be held this summer, July 13 
and 14, at Chateau Frontenac, Quebec, Canada. A very enjoyable 
trip from Toronto, Ontario, by boat to Quebec is looked forward 
to by a number of the members. 

J. D. Malcolmson, The Container Club Fellow, Mellon Institute, 
will be present at the meeting and will probably make an interest- 
ing report on contact and sealing of containers. Mr. Malcolmson 
has made a lengthy study of this subject and is author of many 
interesting and instructive articles pertaining to the manufacture 
of better boxes. His study has covered more than 1,300 fibre con- 
tainers. His report therefore should be very interesting and 
timely, as the need for better boxes and containers is being felt 
by the trade. As an expert on the subject he points out how 


poor and careless workmanship puts badly made containers on 
the market. “Contact,” he states, “is the key to successful sealing.”

Million Dollar Co. to Make Straw Paper 

A despatch from Belgium says: Plans are now under way for 
the establishment of a million dollar paper mill in Southern Saskat- 
chewan. Large financial interests in Toronto are behind the 
scheme. It is proposed to utilize the thousands of tons of waste 
straw in Saskatchewan for the manufacture of paper. Close 
proximity to an adequate supply of cheap coal is one of the essen- 
tials in the location of such a plant, and it is believed by the men 
behind the scheme the lignite fields of Southern Saskatchewan 
offer the necessary fuel requirements. 

A preliminary survey of the territory is now being made by W. 
R. Phillips, a former mayor of Trenton, Ont., who made the an- 
nouncement regarding the proposed establishment of the new in- 
dustry. According to Mr. Phillips, there is no question about the 
possibility of manufacturing paper from straw. It has been found 
from experience that from two tons of straw and two tons of coal 
there can be manufactured one ton of paper. 
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PAPER PRICES IN TORONTO 
SHOW CONTINUED ADVANCES 


Bond and Ledgers as Well as Other Varieties of Paper Have 
Additionally Stiffened in Price—Many New Concerns 
Will Enter the Pulp and Paper Manufacturing Field in 
Ontario This Year and Numerous Going Concerns Will 
Make Important Expansions—Canada Box Board Co. 
Is Erecting a New Pulp Mill at Frankford—Provincial 
Co. Expanding—General Trade News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., July 12, 1920.—A further stiffening of prices’ on 
bond and ledger papers, another advance of a cent on manilas, 
fibres and grey rag, lessened stocks and an unusual demand for the 
month of July characterize the paper market in Toronto. Jobbers 
complain that their warehouses are getting barer all the while and 
there is little prospect of relief for some months to come. Many 
new concerns will enter the pulp and paper manufacturing line 
during the coming year and others are busy planning extensions. 
The news print shortage shows very little relief and one of the 
things threatening the mills is the acute coal situation. Some 
plants are running very close and the transportation arrangements 
are far from satisfattory in many parts of the province owing to 
the car scarcity. 


There is a growing scarcity of pulpwood and prices are in- 
creasing all the while. From present indications the cut this fall 
will be the largest ever krown in the province, as prices are very 
high, from $18 to $20 per cord being paid for peeled spruce and 
balsam south of North Bay, while poplar is commanding from $13 
to $14. Due to the growing scarcity of spruce, there is a larger 
call for poplar and one Toronto firm has been offered as much as 
150,000 cords. It is rumored that there is some speculation being 
indulged in on the part of certain parties who are buying up large 
quantities of wood in anticipation of a decided advance in price 
this fall. This all adds to the gravity of the situation. The 
Thompson and Heyland Company, Toronto, has been appointed 
Ontario purchasing agents for the West Virginia Pulp and. Paper 
Company, New York, and will buy a large quantity of poplar for 
its mills at Tyrone, Pa., and a supply of spruce for its plant at 
Mechanicsville, N. Y. 

There are many rumors in the air regarding large pulp and 
paper mergers, and Northern Ontario will see more mills erected 
during the coming two years than ever. The recent merger, 
whereby the Riordon Company acquired the plants of the Edwards 
Company and Gilmour & Hughson Company of Ottawa, and the 
“Mipawa Company at Temiskaming, Que., has created much talk 
of other gigantic amalgamations. Although certain mills deny they 
will not be in the combination, which it is rumored will have a 
capitalization of $100,000,000, there seems to be much activity going 
on. Lieut. Loren L. Brown of Vancouver, the new British Col- 
umbia Lumber Commissioner for Eastern Canada, has arrived to 
take up his new duties in Toronto, and states that the Pacific 
Coast province is on the eve of the greatest boom in pulp and 
paper line ever known. He looks for his province to become second 
only to Quebec in a few years as the heaviest producer of pulp 
and paper for the Orient and the western states. 


New Pulp Plant at Frankford 

The Canada Box Board Company, which has mills at Frankford, 
and Campbellford, Ont., and in Montreal, is very busy at the 
present time and its combined plants are turning out about 100 tons 
of board a day. The company is erecting a new ground wood plant 
at Frankford and good progress is being made with construction. 
The mechanical pulp required for all its mills will be manufactured 
at Frankford, which place has grown so rapidly of late that it will 
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in a few months become an incorporated municipality. A federal 
charter was recently granted to the Canadian Paperboard Com- 
pany, Limited, with a capital of $5,000,000 to manufacture and deal 
in paperboard, pulp, pulpwood and other allied lines and, it is 
understood, that the name of the Canada Box Board Company 
will be changed to the Canadian Paperboard Company, and that 
transfer will be made at an early date. 


Provincial Company Is Expanding 


Notices which have been sent to the shareholders of the pro- 
vincial Paper Mills Company, Toronto, requesting that outstand- 
ing certificates be sent in for the issue of new certificates on the 
basis of three shares to two. The Provisional Company has now 
taken over and is operating as part of its organization the Port 
Arthur Pulp and Paper Company at Port Arthur. The latter plant 
is turning out about sixty tons a day of sulphite pulp, half of 
which is bleached. The mills of the Provincial Paper Mills Com- 
pany, which are located at Mille Roches, Thorold, Georgetown, 
and Port Arthur, Ont., are now operating to full capacity and pro- 
ducing about ninety tons a day of book paper and fifteen tons 
of coated paper. Increase is from 15 to 20 per cent over that of a 
year ago. Sales are correspondingly higher and the earnings out- 
look is good. 

Twin Cities Get New Pulp Plants 

Fort William and Port Arthur are to become great pulp and 
paper cities. The two places, which have about equal population of 
30,000 each and are often called the Twin Cities, owing to their 
being so clasely connected, are marching on in great strides. The 
Fort William Pulp and Paper Company, which was recently 
formed, will at once proceed with the erection of a pulp and paper 
mill on the Mission site at the mouth of the Mission river, Fort 
William. The plant will cost three million dollars and the pulp 
mill will be ready for operation early next spring. J. G. Sutherland, 
of Dayton, Ohio, is president of the Fort William Pulp and Paper 
Company. 

The Kaministiqua Pulp and Paper Company, of Toronto, will 
also erect a pulp mill on the Current River. U. M. Waite, of New 
York, will be managing director, and sixteen acres have been 
leased from the Port Arthur Parks Board. The first unit will 
produce thirty tons daily and later a news print plant will be put 
up, the ultimate production of which will be 250 tons a day. 

The work of erecting a large pulp mill at Kopuskasing, Ont., 
the scene of the soldier colonization scheme, will also shortly be 
proceeded with. There is ample water power nearby and the 
country is rich in pulpwood. The laying out of the site will soon 
commence. The location is just south of the Transcontinental 
railway, and settlers throughout the district are greeting with 
much satisfaction the fact that the enterprise, which has been held 
up for two years is, at last, about to materialize. 


General Trade News 


The agreement between the town of Kenora and the interests 
headed by E. W. Backus, of the Fort Frances Pulp and Paper 
Company, Fort Frances, Ont., for the sale of municipal power to 
the company for $335,000 and the location of new pulp and paper 
mills, which will be erected at Kenora, has been approved and the 
bylaw will shortly be voted upon by the ratepayers. 

A rumor was circulated in Toronto last week that the plant 
of the Toronto Paper Manufacturing Company, which is now 
owned by the Howard Smith Paper Mills, of Montreal, and is 
located in Cornwall, intended closing down for a three monuths’ 
period owing to the acute coal shortage. The report is officially 
denied. The plant is very busy at present and has orders for 
book paper for months ahead. The company is also extending 
its sulphite department which will have a daily output of sixty 
tons early in the spring.

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MIAMI VALLEY MATTERS 
OF INTEREST TO PAPER MEN 


Lawrence Bag Co. to Establish a Plant at Miamisburg—Plant, 
It Is Expected, Will Be One of the Most Modern of the 


Kind in the Country—Despite Discouraging Reports in ~ 


Some Sections with Reference to the Wheat and Straw 
Crop, the Government Report Indicates a Bumper Crop— 
Late Ohio C. Barber Leaves an Estate That Is Valued 
at $5,581,115. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 12, 1920.—The march of progress goes stead- 
ily on in the Miami Valley, the latest new enterprise to be an- 
nounced being that of the Lawrence Bag Company of Miamisburg, 
located ten miles south of Dayton. 

The company was organized with a capital of $250,000 by James 
Lawrence, head of the Raymond Bag Company of Middletown, 
and associates. The factory may be properly considered a branch 
of the parent concern at Middletown, in fact, though it will be a 
large establishment. 

The company has acquired a suitable building and the machinery 
for the plant already has been ordered. President Lawrence be- 
lieves it will be possible to have the factory in operation within a 
comparatively short time. The time of beginning operations de- 
pends entirely on the facility with which the bag-making machines 
are shipped to Miamisburg for installation. 

Other machinery also has been purchased. It is expected the 
plant will be one of the most modern in the country. 

The heavy demand for bags of all kinds has resulted in the 
necessity of establishing another plant by the Raymond company 
and the availability of the paper supply figured in the selection of 
a site. Miamisburg, on account of its proximity to other paper 
mill centers, was considered ideal. 

It is stated that the Miamisburg company will be practically 
under the same management as the Middletown concern. 


Grand Straw Crop Indicated 

Despite discouraging reports in some sections with reference to 
the wheat and straw crop, the Government report indicates a 
bumper crop with the prospects of a good stand of straw in Ohio 
and surrounding States which supply most of the material for the 
straw paper and board plants in the Middle West. 

The harvest is advancing and threshing will begin in a short time. 
A reduction of from 20 to 25 per cent in Ohio is reported in the 
yield. Some of those sections in which pests were reported earlier 
in the season produced larger stands than had been expected. 
However, in certain localities adverse conditions resulted in plow- 
ing up the crop. 

A car load of bailed paper on a Baltimore & Ohio siding at 
Hamilton was partially destroyed by fire, caused by a spark from 
a locomotive last Thursday afternoon. When the fire was dis- 
covered, a switching crew transferred it to the Belle Ave. crossing, 
where it would be more advantageous for the fire department to 
play on the flames, an alarm of fire having been sounded pre- 
viously from that crossing. 

The fire apparatus, however, from three hose and engine houses 
first responded to an alarm sounded’ from the Duemer Brass & 
Copper Company’s plant only to find that the car had been removed. 
Thus considerable delay was occasioned and the flames were mak- 
ing good headway when attacked by the firemen. 

The car was badly damaged and the paper partly destroyed. 
At this time when waste paper is commanding high prices, the loss 
was considerable. 

Estate of Ohio C. Barber 

The estate of the late Ohio C. Barber, a heavy stockholder in 

the American Strawboard Company, and general manager of the 
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Ohio and Middle West plants, is valued at $5,581,115, according to 
an inventory just filed at Akron, according to information re- 
ceived here. 

The stock held by Mr. Barber totaled $2,765,375, realty $1,888,974, 
and bonds valued at $735,777. It developed that besides his straw 
byard paper holdings, he owned property in Virginia, California, 
Ohio, North Carolina, Florida and Georgia.

Paper Company, Iroquois Falls, Ont., and Mayor of that pro- 
gressive town, disappeared on Mav 12 and his whereabouts was 
for a long time a deep mystery. He was last heard of in Montreal. 
The town has advertised for information regarding the Mayor, 
and word was received last week that he had suddenly taken a trip 
to Ireland, working his passage to Dublin. He has now returned 
and resumed his official duties after giving the papermaking popu- 
lace a bad fright. 

David D. Grunhut, of New York city, spent a few days in Tor- 
onto recently calling upon the members of the paper trade. 

Augusta Ramoneda, of Barcelona, Spain, was recently in Tor- 
onto on his way west to the Pacific Coast. He is representing sev- 
eral Spanish paper mills and an office has been opened in Mont- 
real. Mr. Ramoneda states that the paper mills of Spain require 
60,000 tons of pulp. He will investigate the lumber and pulp pos- 
sibilities of British Columbia and, it is said, that development of 
trade in other products will follow. 

It is announced that the Nipigon Fibre and Paper Mills, Lim- 
ited, which recently obtained a charter, intends erecting a 40-ton 
pulp mill near the village of Nipigon, in north western Ontario. 
Lieut. Col. J. A. Little, of Port Arthur, is one of the men behind 
the enterprise in which Toronto and Port Arthur capitalists are 
interested. The head office of the company will be located at Port 
Arthur. 

At the annual meeting of the I. O. D. E., National Chapter, 
Toronto, a communication was received from the Calgary branch 
of the Women’s Press Club asking the endorsation of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Daughters of the Empire regarding their petition 
to the federal government to conserve the supply of pulpwood for 
the manufacture of news print in Canada. The Toronto Chapter 
took similar action to the presswomen of the western city and also 
passed a resolution to the effect the Hearst publications of New 
York city should be banned from the Dominion and the support of 
all Canadian and British standard periodicals should be encour- 
aged by the members. 

S. B. Monroe, of Kalamazoo, Mich., who is a director of the 
Provisional Paper Mills Company, spent a few days in Toronto 
last week calling upon the trade. 

J. M. Young, a director of the Copp-Clark Publishing Com- 
pany, Toronto, and one of Toronto’s prominent business men, 
died very suddenly last week. He leaves a wife and three sons. 

There is being installed at the Ontario Paper Company, in 
Thorold, Ont., a large new paper machine. The company has re- 
cently erected a new office building, and the old one has been torn 
down in order to make room for an extension to the plant.

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BOSTON PAPER MERCHANTS 
STUDY WESTERN SITUATION 


Department Heads of John Carter & Co., After Extensive Ob- 
servation Tour of Trade and Manufacturing Centers, Say 
That Conditions in the East Are Comparatively Better 
Than Elsewhere—Intimated by Well Known Authorities 
That Another General Price Advance Is Inevitable— 
Boston Trade Is Unusually Quiet, Even for the Summer 
Season—Returns from Mill Inspection. 


[From OUR REGULAR COKRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., July 12, 1920.—W. J. McLellan, C. A. Young 
and H. W. Morgan, heads of departments in the John Carter & 
Co., have returned from an extensive observation tour which 
included all of the more important of the Middle and Western 
paper trade and manufacturing centers. 

The trip was undertaken mainly with a view to “sizing up” 
the situation of the paper trade in the localities visited as com- 
pared with the difficulties that confront the manufacturers and 
jobbers in the East and Northeast and to determine, if possible, 
if the paper industry in the sections visited has developed any 
advantage or has solved any of the trade problems which have 
and still do confront the New England area. 


Situation Is Worst in West 

Acting as spokesman for his associates Mr. McLellan very 
emphatically denied that the Western trade has “anything on” 
the East. On the contrary he maintains that the Western situation 
is worse, if possible, than that which pertains here. 

“They are getting no more coal nor are they getting it any faster 
than are the New England manufacturers,” he said, “and this in 
spite of the fact that they are miles nearer the mines than we 
are. Some of the biggest mills in the West have only: two or 
three days’ supply on hand and are in momentary expectation of 
having to shut down altogether. In addition to this they are 
hampered by a shortage of supplies of all kinds the same as are 
the mill men here and unite with them in anathematizing the 
railroads for their seeming disinclination to haul the stuff. As a 
matter of fact, so far as our investigation could determine, the 
shortage is due not to any unwillingness to co-operate on the part 
of the railroads, but to the fact that they haven’t the cars where- 
with to supply the demands. As near as we could find out there 
is coal enough and sulphite enough, and, in short, materials enough 
of all kinds; but there are not men enough to handle them nor 
available freight cars enough to transport them. 

Prices May Be Higher 

“We were among the one hundred or more jobbers and cus- 
tomers who visited the mills and holdings of the Kimberly-Clark 
Company at Niagara, Wis., and we also were much interested in 
the trade operations around Kalamazoo and Dayton. 

“My conclusions as a result of this trip, coupled with a knowl- 
edge of the situation in the East, is that the end of the upset in 
the paper trade is a long way from the finish and I am free to 
predict that the situation will be worse before it is any better. 

“The Kimberly-Clark Company intimated at the meeting which 
we attended that another general advance in prices was inevitable 
and I cannot see’ any possible means now by which it can be 
averted.” 

Trade Unusually Quiet 

The Boston trade is unusually quiet, even for the summer and 
stock taking season. Many of the mills supplying the local jobbers 
are reported as partially or altogether shut down while the annual 
repairs, cleaning of canals and machinery and similar necessary 
jobs are being done. They are still months behind with orders 
and without any visible prospect of being able to catch up. Prices, 


meantime, vary but little from those that have been the rule for 
the past several weeks. 

C. T. Cornish, New Hampshire representative of the A. Storrs 
& Bement Company, has returned from an inspection of the 
Cumberland mills of the S. D. Warren Company on which he 
was accompanied by a dozen or more of jobbers who are among 
his regular and largest customers. Storrs & Bement are Warren 
distributers for the Boston territory and are planning to escort 
other parties of Warren users through the same mills. 

The same concern has recently secured the services of A. D. 
Hurd, an expert in accountancy and organization work. Old 
methods of the concern are held to have become more or less 
obsolete during its many years of business, and it will be one 
of the duties of Mr. Hurd to plan and put into active operation a 
new office organization that can handle the increasing volume of 
business expeditiously and profitably. 


Holyoke Needs Raw Materials 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., July 12, 1920.—A slight improvement in the 
pulp situation is noted this week. M. L. Cramer of the American 
Writing Paper Company states that they are able to run all 
their divisions and that present conditions are fair, but the out- 
look, due to transportation difficulties is critical. The mill situa- 
tion is also bad and still worse as regards the future. 

Other mills are reported with from one week to a little over two 
weeks supply on hand. Most of the troubles as to raw material 
could be solved with normal transportation conditions. 

Efforts are still being made by the Chamber of Commerce and 
other bodies working in conjunction with paper manufacturers 
to speed up the supplies of pulp and also coal. It is now near 
the middle of Juiy and practically nothing has been done looking 
to future supplies. The mills are working from hand to mouth 
with only one to three weeks’ supply ahead of most raw materials. 
The Chemical Paper Manufacturing Company is still experi- 
menting with a combination of anthracite coal screenings and 
soft coal with fairly good success. The company does not expect 
to continue this success with the advent of cold weather. 

The river is holding out strong and water is running without 
restrictions in the canals. This helps keep down the coal con- 
sumption and the outlook is for one of the best years for hydraulic 
power for quite a period.

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FREIGHT SITUATION STILL 
IS BAD IN PHILADELPHIA 


While Business with Small Printers Has Fallen Off Slightly, 
Sales Are Still Limited Only by the Ability to Get Goods 
—Mills Are Greatly Handicapped by the Inability to 
Get Coal—Paper Stock Dealers Greatly Troubled by 
Transportation Difficulties—Shortsville Paper Co. to Be- 
gin Operations at Downingtown—Gatti-McQuade Com- 
pany to Occupy New Quarters.

PHILADELPHIA, july 13, 1920—With July half over, the jobbing 
trade gives little evidence of settling down into the tedium ordin- 
arily experienced at this time. This year quiet times will really be 
welcomed, for the trade has had to travel a rougher road in the 
last ‘six months than probably ever before in jobbing experience. 
Usually there is but one source of worry; either poor business or 
slowness of collections or some other solitary cause. But this year 
there have been 57 varieties of obstacles. And yet when all is 
said and done, profits have never shown up better. 

Specifically, the week brought little change from its immediate 
predecessors. There was some improvements in freight conditions 
with a little freer movement inbound and out, but at that, a most 
annoying condition of affairs because embargoes were put on and 
taken off very frequently, on some days at almost hourly periods. 
Demand continued almost as good as during the preceding week. 
although business from the smaller printers fell off very heavily. 
But since sales are still limited only by ability to get goods, the 
decline in this trade had little effect on its market: Prices con- 
tinue to mount upwards, advances being reported during the week 
on machine finished and super books of 1 cent and on coated books 
of cheaper grades a half cent. One or two grades of cheaper 
writing papers eased off a trifle. 

The most distressed class in the industry these days are the 
mill men. Because of the acute shortage of coal there is not a 
mill able to operate on full time. Payments of as high as $14 a 
ton for bituminous coal are reported. The Philadelphia Paper 
Manufacturing Company out in Manayunk, unable to get soft coal 
shipments, assigned its trucks during the week to hauling coal, 
wherewith its machines could be kept running. Purchasing agents 
for local mills report not only tremendously high prices but great 
difficulty in securing salt for the electrolytic bleach process, alum, 
lime and other raw materials. 


Transportation Troubles Stock Dealers 

Paper stock jobbers still find the only fly in the ointment to be 
the transportation difficulty. Were it not for that, their condition 
would be ideal. They report mill demand so active for all grades 
that stock can be sold without haggling over prices, just as fast as 
cars are available. The close down two weeks ago of three ma- 
chines in the Philadelphia plant hardly disturbed the Jocal situation, 
for other mills eagerly took the stock usually sent to Manayunk 
and prices remained firm and with no accumulation anywhere. 
Quotations for both old paper and cotton rags are without quotable 
change, but the whole list is reported firm. 

Shryock Bros. to Build Homes 

Shryock Brothers have determined to proceed with the con- 
struction of a number of model bungalows for the use of help at 
their Dorlan Mills near Downingtown. A conference on the mat- 
ter was held recently with Manager Clarence Dorsey in the Phila- 
delphia office. The company last Fall projected quite a number 


of workmen’s homes and a few were completed but soaring prices 
and other difficulties caused temporary stoppage of the work. Each 
of the little homes will be surrounded by-a half acre or more of 


ground which the tenants may cultivate, thereby reducing old H. 
C. L. The Dorlan mill is situated near the confluence of the 
Brandywine and March creeks in rather wild*country but ac- 
cessible by train. 


Gatti-McQuade to Occupy New Quarters 

The Gatti-McQuade Company is hopeful of being installed in 
the new properties just acquired by it at 606-8-10-12 N. American 
street, between August 1 and 15. A modern electrical equipment 
of balers, hoists, etc., is being installed. The new quarters have 
several times the capacity of the present at 1416 Wood street, and 
Manager Egbert H. Farr and his assistant, Charles Swanson, are 
preparing for a very considerable expansion in business. 


Linton & Co.’s Warehouse Burned 

The warehouse of jiosiah Linton & Co., 22-24 North 4th street, 
dealers in rag stock, was destroyed by fire on Wednesday of last 
week, The company has opened temporary offices in the Phila- 
delphia Branch of the American Cotton Waste Exchange in the 
Bourse, 4th and Commerce streets. The fire was of unknown ori- 
gin. It spread rapidly. Ross B. Linton, a member of the firm, 
estimated stock loss at $50,000 and property loss at $30,000. 


City’s Waste 

Stock dealers’ comment on the recently made estimate of Newell 
J. Lewis of the Pennsylvania Paper Stock Company that the city 
produces daily 200 tons of waste, are that it is an underestimate 
and that 500 tons is nearer the production. Stock jobbers contend 
that fully 50 per cent of this stock is sorted even in these days 
of high labor cost. A majority of them are rather skeptical of the 
ability of the new company to achieve its purpose of employing 
100 women and 60 men to sort out stock and to recover, as sorted 
stock, half of the volume now sold as mixed papers.

Cellulose Symposium 


Under the able guidance of Jasper E. Crane, a cellulose sympo- 
sium was organized as a part of the program of the Division of 
Industrial and Engineering Chemistry at the St. Louis meeting 
of the American Chemical Society last April. One of the objects 
of this symposium was to ascertain whether a Cellulose Section, 
if formed, would secure the interest and support of a sufficiently 
large number of chemists. The object of such a section would 
be to promote intercourse and cooperation between the chemists 
in the various cellulose industries. This group constitutes one of 
the largest and most important of American industries ; all branches 
of it are intimately concerned in the problems of cellulose, and it 
seems highly desirable to promote technical activity in this country 
along these lines. The proposed section would serve as a clearing- 
house for papers and information on cellulose technology, and 
should also play an important part in promoting research on the 
chemistry of cellulose. 

The symposium at St. Louis was distinctly successful. The 
interest shown was so great that it was voted to hold a second 
Cellulose Symposium under the auspices of the Industrial Section 
at the Chicago meeting during the week of September 6. At this 
time, the advisability of forming a permanent Cellulose Section 
will be considered. An interesting program is being arranged, and 
a large attendance of those interested in cellulose is anticipated.

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REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT OF PULPWOOD RESOURCES 
OF THE TONGASS NATIONAL FOREST, ALASKA 


Report oF Forest SecTION, DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


(Continued from last week) 

National Forest timber is examined and if its sale is desirable 
it is estimated and appraised by a Forest officer. It is then ad- 
vertised at a minimum stumpage rate or rates and the highest 
bid (sealed) accompanied by required deposit from a responsible 
party is accepted, and the award made on condition of the execu- 
tion of a satisfactory contract and delivery of a sufficient bond. 
Required deposits are made as cutting continues and at stated 
intervals the timber is reappraised and new rates fixed in accord- 
ance with the terms of the contract.. The local Forest officer in 
charge scales or measures the timber, requires the deposit of 
funds, and represents the Service in the enforcement of the con- 
tract. 

Th Forester is represented by the District Forester and Forest 
Supervisor who are in a position to explain in detail all the re- 
quirements as to organization, financial showing, and conditions 
of sale. 

It should be understood that timber is sold by the Forest Serv- 
ice only for immediate and continuous operation, and that the 
general policy or form of contract does not permit the acquire- 
ment of timber on a speculative basis. The Forest Service recog- 
nizes the difficulty in promoting an enterprise of the magnitude of 
a pulp or paper mill in Alaska, and gladly gives assistance and 
data to the extent of its resources but declines to enter into a 
sales contract before it is assured of the financial ability of the 
applicants to operate according to the terms of the contract. 

The Forest Service sells stumpage only. The purchaser of 
timber has no cutover land problem, since the Government retains 
title to the land. Any legitimate use of the land incident to the 
development of the project is allowed at a nominal consideration, 
or for some uses, free of charge. 


Authority to Sell Timber 

The Act of June 4, 1897 (30 Stat. 11) authorizes the sale of 
timber on the National Forests. 

The law also permits the export of any forest product from 
Alaska (see any Agricultural Appropriation bill and Act of Feb. 
1, 1905, 83 Stat. 628), permitting the export of pulpwood and 
wood pulp. The Act of May 14, 1898 (30 Stat. 414) prohibiting 
the export of timber from Alaska does not apply to National 
Forests. The fact that these two sections appear in the codified 
laws of Alaska as Sections 226 and 100, respectively, without any 
cross reference whatever has confused many in their search for 
legal authority for exportation of timber and on reading Section 
100 have assumed it was illegal. 

Timber cannot be legally acquired under the mining laws, nor 
is there any provision for purchases of timberland or concessions 
of timber. The disposition of the timber is, as has been indicated, 
on a competitive bidding basis by sealed bids. 


Policy 

The policy under which the Forest Service is now working in 
connection with the development of Alaskan timber resources for 
pulpwood is as follows: 

1. Firm contracts are offered for sufficient timber to supply 
a proposed paper mill for as much as 30 years; and where addi- 
tional timber is available which may properly be reserved from 
other present disposition, the Service offers as one of its con- 
tract stipulations to reserve additional stumpage from sale up 
to a maximum of 15 years’ supply pending the completion of the 
first contract, and thereupon to appraise the reserved area and 
place it upon the market. Any such reservations are to be so 


located as to be available for other operators as well as for the 
contractor so that opportunity for competition in their purchase 
will exist. This will follow inevitably from the character of 
the Alaskan forests which lie in a narrow belt along the coast. 


2. The contracts provide for the reappraisal of stumpage prices 
at intervals of five years after timber cutting begins, the first 
to be made seven years after the contract is signed if the full 
2-year period allowed for construction is used for that purpose; 
but in addition to fixing the price for the first five years a scale. 
of prices is named. which will in no event be exceeded in the re- 
appraisal covering the second 5-year period. The possible maxi- 
mum prices for the second: 5-year period are ordinarily double 
the rates fixed for the initial period. The purpose of this pro- 
vision is to fix a maximum liability for the cost of timber during 
the first 10 years of operation of the enterprise. After the first 
and most critical ten years in the life of a new enterprise of this 
character, reappraisals are to be without this limitation. 


3. The reappraised rates in pulpwood contracts are based upon 
the current value of corresponding timber in southeastern Alaska, 
full recognition being given in reappraisal to the quality and 
accessibility of the timber included in the particular contract and 
to any other physical condition affecting the operations of the 
purchaser. 

Stumpage Prices and Readjustments 

Minimum stumpage prices for each sale are on the basis of 
appraisals work-out under standard methods which are applied 
to each unit of timber before advertisement by the Forest Service. 
A tract of pulpwood has recently been advertised and sale awarded 
on the Tongass near Port Snettisham at rates of $1.00 per M for 
spruce, cedar, and cypress and 50c. per M for hemlock and cot- 
tonwood. 

The stumpage prices in Alaska have varied recently from 50c. 
to $3.00 per M ft, B. M., depending on the species, condition of 
the timber, accessibility to tidewater, cost of logging, cutting 
value, etc. The appraisals are made on the basis of immediate 
operation, and provision is made as hereafter explained for re- 
appraisal of timber under long term contracts. 

The sample contract, copy attached, provides for a readjustment 
of stumpage prices after the first five years of operation follow- 
ing the 2-year period of construction, and at 5-year intervals 
thereafter during the life of the sale. (In addition to fixing the 
price for the first five years a scale of prices is named which 
will in no event be exceeded in the reappraisal covering the second 
five-year period). 

The general principle of the redetermination of stumpage prices 
during the life of long-term timber sales has been in effect on 
all National Forests for many years, but in the case of saw- 
timber sales in the States, the interval between reappraisal dates 
is usually three years. Pulpwood contracts in Alaska provide 
that these reappraisals shall be made by determining the current 
value of corresponding timber, giving due weight to the quality 
and accessibility of the stumpage and other physical factors in 
the particular operation. The reappraisal plan has proved to be 
reasonable and fair both in principle and in application, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that while provision is. made for an appeal to 
the Secretary of Agriculture from the decision of the Forester 
in fixing reappraised stumpage rates, no appeal has as yet been 
received in any case. The good faith of the Forest Service has 
never been questioned in its reappraisal work. It is as willing

and able to satisfy operators for pulpwood in Alaska as in the 
case of operators for sawlogs, pulpwood, or other materials on 
the National Forests in Idaho or California, 

The principle of reappraisal at intervals during the life of a 
long-term contract for the purchase of timber from a National 
Forest is essential as a means of preventing speculation in Gov- 
ernment property. Without it there would be at least oppor- 
tunity for a purchaser to have his chief interest not in a bona 
fide manufacturing enterprise, but rather in the chances for dis- 
posing of his contract to his own pecuniary advantage. The 
effect of the establishment of such a speculative system would 
be disastrous so far as concerns the actual development of in- 
dustries such as the manufacture of pulp and paper in Alaska. 
Furthermore, wholly aside from the principle that the public is 
entitled to a fair return for its property, the intent of the law 
is that National Forest timber shall be sold at not less than its 
market value. It is the manifest duty of the Forest Service to 
secure such returns.in the case of long-term as well as short- 
term sales. 

In many respects this principle of reappraisal works to the 
advantage rather than to the disadvantage of the purchaser. 
Under Forest Service timber sale contracts, a purchaser pays for 
timber in relatively small amounts prior to cutting. At no time 
during the life of the sale is it necessary for him to make a heavy 
investment in standing timber. In order to justify the estab- 
lishment of a new pulp and paper mill, backed by privately owned 
timber, a heavy initial investment in timber lands would be nec- 
essary and this investment would be steadily increased by in- 
terest charges, taxes, and protection costs. On the Pacific Coast 
it is customary for timberland owners to consider that their 
investment in standing timber doubles every eight or ten years. 
This is a fixed charge which cannot be avoided. A purchaser 
of National Forest stumpage, however, has no such inevitable 
increase in the cost of his raw material, since each reappraisal 
merely determines the actual current value of the stumpage. 
Money paid for stumpage is returned to the manufacturer in a 
few months, as he markets his product. The price fixed by these 
reappraisals may be more or may be less than the cost of similar 
private stumpage bought at the beginning of the sale and carried 
to the same time with the increases due to interest charges, taxes, 
and protection. The stumpage cost of privately owned timber 
necessary as a backing for a pulp and paper mill would increase 
at a constantly accelerating rate per unit of volume due to the 
influence of compound interest, and the influence of this factor is 
so strong as to make the purchase of National Forest stumpage, 
to be paid for practically as cut at its actual current value, pre- 
ferable from a strictly business standpoint. In fact this principle 
of reappraisal at intervals during the life of the contract has been 
accepted as reasonable and satisfactory by applicants who are now 
negotiating with the Forest Service for pulpwood in Alaska. 


Financial Standing of Purchasers 

The object of financial requirements are: 

(1) To secure as purchasers bona fide operators having ade- 
quate financial assets to carry. out sale contracts successfully, and 
(2) To eliminate speculators and promoters who risk no capital 
of their own, have little permanent interest in the success of the 
enterprise, and seek profits primarily from the formation of a new 
company or manipulation of its stock. 

These requirements will not be so enforced as to prevent legiti- 
mate promotion or the financing of National Forest sales in part 
with borrowed capital by responsible men in accordance with con- 
servative business standards. 

Evidence as to financial standing will be required before ad- 


vertised timber is awarded and the contract furnished to the suc- 
cessful bidder for execution. 

Information as to required assets will be given in response to in- 
quiries at the time timber is being advertised, in order that the 
prospective bidder may be informed as to the showing required. 

Amount of Capital Required 

The production of pulp and paper is always in large units, on 
account of the extensive investment for the developments which 
must be made for power, manufacture, transportation, and other 
facilities. Roughly, the capital required for manufacturing a 
given amount of stumpage into paper is 30 to 40 times greater 
than into lumber. In 1916 the cost of a pulp and paper plant was 
figured by the Forest Service at $25,000 per ton for a balanced 
ground wood sulphite and paper plant producing 75 tons per day. 
The. same plant today would probably cost $4,000,000. The trade 
paper “Pulp and Paper Magazine of Canada” of January 15, 1920, 
cites two proposed developments. One with a capital of $5,000,- 
000 to build a plant covering 100 acres with an annua} capacity of 
75,000 tons of sulphite pulp and 35,000 tons of newsprint. Twelve 
thousand horse power: are required. Another plant with a 200-ton 
daily capacity of sulphite pulp and a ground-wood mill with a 
daily capacity of 200 tons of newsprint calls for an outlay of five 
to six million dollars. There is likely to be great divergence in 
costs of plants of similar capacity in Alaska, depending on the cost 
of power development and the inherent conditions of the site. 

The careful investigation of various sites by a competent engineer 
is necessary for the proper correlation of initial costs versus costs 
of operation. A prospective purchaser will of course make his own 
investigations of all essential features. One applicant is known to 
have spent more than twenty-five thousand dollars through ex- 
perts in investigations of pulp timber, water power, and general 
conditions, before making formal applications for timber or water 
power. 

References 

For the convenience of those who desire references to the litera- 
ture of the industry the following is given: “Bibliography of the 
Pulp and Paper Industries” by Henry E. Surface, Forest Service 
Bulletin No. 123. This is obtainable from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. This 
bulletin gives a comprehensive summary of the literature up to 
1913. A list of trade papers is also given. 

The rules and regulations governing National Forests, together 
with the procedure in timber sales, Forest Service water power 
permits, special uses, and other activities of the Forest Service are 
given in The Use Book, which-may be had on application to the 
Forest Service. 

Alaskan conditions are well set forth in the annual reports of 
the Governor of Alaska to the Secretary of the Interior. A list 
of references is also given in these reports to Government publica- ° 
tions in Alaska. 

Lists of manufacturers of pulp and paper mill machinery and 
supplies are given in Thomas’ Directory of American Manufac- 
turers. , 

Maps and Surveys 

It should be understood that while general statements of loca- 
tion and stand of pulpwood are given in showing the sufficiency of 
timber for regional development they are of little value in the 
segregation of pulpwood stands into operative units, properly cor- 
related to water power and other facilities. 

The map attached shows the best present information the For- 
est Service has as to the location of water power and desirable 
pulp units. It has been the object to allocate roughly to each water

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Paper Prices 

Some one has aptly remarked that there are three kinds of lies 
as follows: lies, damned lies and statistics. This old saying is 
brought to mind by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York’s 
Indices of Current Production and Trade, which indicates that 
as compared with 1917 paper prices for May of the current year 
have increased only approximately 30 per cent. and wood pulp 
prices have increased only about 29 per cent. It is not even 
remotely intended to insinuate that there has been any endeavor 
in the bank statement not to present the true facts or that the 
statistics presented have not been painstakingly compiled and are 
not probably as accurate as they might be expected to be under 
all the circumstances, but the seeming inaccuracies are simply 
pointed out as an instance of perhaps of how little value may 
at times be attached to figures compiled in the best of good faith. 

This remark is ventured because almost any one acquainted 
with the paper market and the pulp market appreciates that as 
regards most varieties of paper and most varieties of pulp the 
increase in price has been considerably more than the amounts 
mentioned. 

Unless specific instances were mentioned it would be difficult to 
state how great the increases have been, but those whose business 
it is to keep informed regarding the paper market will agree, we 
think, with the assertion that the percentage of increase in the 
bank statement is low, to say the least. 

More important, however, than the increase in paper and pulp 
prices that have already taken place is what is likely to happen 
in this respect in the not very remote future. During the past 
few months, when prices in other lines have shown decided 
decreases, and because of the decreased demand, some of the 
important mills in the great textile industry notably have been 
forced to close down, paper prices have continued firm all along 
the line, and the mills probably never have been so busy in the 
history of the industry. Perhaps the exception of prices for 
spot news print should be mentioned because it is a well known 
fact that in the past several weeks prices here, due to the fact that 
publishers have been keeping out of the market, have shown some 
slight recession. 

This, however, indicates nothing as regards the trend of the 
market in the minds of those best competent to judge. These people 
are firmly of the impression that regardless of what occurs during 
the usually dull months of summer, paper prices before long are 
bound to show further advances. 

Ground wood is already experiencing a runaway market and 
sulphite, it is believed, when early fall appraches and demand 
become more active than it is at present, will show a further 
increase in price. 

Paper and pulp are certainly valuable commodities just now, 
and if current signs count for anything they give promise of 
becoming even more valuable soon. 


A Paper Dictionary 


Coming almost coincidental with the suggestion by Dr, Baker 
secretary of the American Paper and Pulp Association, of the 
need for a satisfactory dictionary or manual of terms used in the 
paper and pulp industry, lends additional to the announce- 
ment that Prof. Schwalbe, Germany’s leading pulp and paper ex- 
pert, has written a book on terminology in the paper and pulp 
industry. This book has been endorsed by the trade associations 
of Germany. It is expected that the authorities as well as the 
press and educational institutions will adopt this standard termin- 
ology, thereby diminishing confusion and misunderstanding. 

It has been suggested that such a terminology should exist in all 
the principal languages spoken in paper making countries. A 
combination of them would be a valuable technical dictionary facili- 
tating international intercourse among the scientists as well as 
the practical paper making experts of the world. 

The literature on paper making, especially in America; is alto- 
gether too meager, and it is to be hoped that Dr. Baker’s sugges- 
tion will meet with ready approval from members of the industry 
and that in the course of time his idea will develop into an inter- 
national dictionary. This will be rather an ambitious undertaking 
and will undoubtedly entail considerable expense. Now that the 
need for such a work, however, is being so widely recognized, it 
ought to be possible to overcome all the obstacles that have hereto- 
fore stood in the way of such a work. 

The probable cost is, of course, an important factor in under- 
taking such a work, but the generous response of the members of 
the industry to the invitations of the Educational Vocational Com- 
mittee of the Paper and Pulp Industry for funds to carry on its 
commendable work is sufficient assurance that this part of the 
proposition can be successfully taken care of. 

Those favoring Dr. Baker’s suggestion should lose no time in 
offering him their cooperation. 


Research Laboratories 


A bulletin just issued by the National Research Council lists 
more than three hundred laboratories maintained by industrial 
concerns in America, in which fundamental scientific research 
is carried on. The bulletin gives a brief account of the personnel, 
special equipment and particular kind of research carried on in 
each of the laboratories listed. 

Industrial research laboratories have increased notably in num- 
ber and activity, both in America and Great Britain, since the 
beginning of the war, because of the lesson vividly taught by the 
war emergency. It was only by a swift development of scien- 
tific processes that the Allies and America were able to put them- 
selves in a position first to withstand and then to win a victory 
over Germany’s science—backed armies and submarines. And it 
is only by a similar and further development that America and 
the Allies can win over Germany in the economic war-after-the- 
war, now being silently but vigorously waged. 


Representatives of Spanish publishing concerns conferred with 
Premier Dato last week, requesting him to authorize the free im- 
portation of paper. The price of paper has increased 150 per cent 
since the outbreak of the war, seriously crippling the printing and 
publishing industry. 
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Program for T. A. P. P. I. Meeting

In the 
evening members and guests will be entertained at dinner by the 
paper manufacturers of the Hudson River Valley and vicinity. 
The speakers thus far selected include C. R. McMillen, of the 
Union Bag and Paper Corporation, who will act as toastmaster ; 
Philip T. Dodge, of the International Paper Company, and Colonel 
C. H. L. Jones, of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, Ltd. 

Thursday, September 2, will be given up to mill visitations, fol- 
lowed by a steamboat excursion on Lake George in the evening. 
It has been arranged to pay visits of inspection during the day to 
the plants of the International Paper Company, Finch, Pruyn & 
Co., Union Bag and Papér Corporation, Standard Wall Paper 
Company and Sandy Hill Iron and Brass Works. Automobiles 
will be provided to convey the members to and from the places 
visited. 

On Friday the members of T. A. P. P. I. and their guests will 
be taken to the works of the General Electric Company, at Schenec- 
tady, where the machinery and electrical apparatus used in pulp 
and paper mills will be shown in the making. The visitors will 
subsequently be the guests of the General Electric Company at 
luncheon. In the afternoon it is planned to visit the felt mills of 
F. C. Huyck & Sons and the Albany Felt Company. 

T. A. P. P. I. asks the pulp and paper manufacturers who are 
represented by membership in the association to take a broad and 
generous view of this gathering of the technical men of the in- 
dustry and arrange for a good attendance on the part of members 
“connected with their mills, or of prospective members. The stated 
meetings of T. A. P. P. I. afford valuable opportunities for the 
discussion of common problems, new developments, methods and 
processes, and it is hoped that mill executives will appreciate the 
advantages to be derived from their technical advisers coming in 
personal contact with the engineers and chemists of other mills in 
the way made possible by the Fall meeting of T. A. P. P. I. at 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., September 1-3, 1920. 


Plans Big Paper Mill Near Dallas 


Dattas, Texas, July 10, 1920—A plant to manufacture pulp and 
paper from cotton linters, costing approximately $800,000, is being 
promoted by G, A. Beeman of Comanche and J. Y. Webb of 
Dallas, according to the Dallas News. Options on three sites 
have been obtained by G. A. Beeman & Co., promoting the paper 
mill plant. The projected mill will be not over five miles from 
Dallas. 

Present plans of the promoting company are the organization 
of a $1,000,000 corporation to build and operate the plant, which 
will be known as the Trinity Paper Mills, Mr. Webb said. It is 
expected to have the plant turning out pulp within six months 
and to be making paper within ten or twelve months. The initial 
capacity will be twenty tons of paper a day. 

“Second-cut linters will be used by the mill and made into book 
paper, high-grade writing paper. Mr. Webb and others interested 
in the plant have a report made by Dr. Otto Kress of the Federal 
Government Forest Laboratory at Madison, Wis., showing that 
linters make good book paper, writing paper; tissue paper and 
blotting paper. A chemical engineer with twenty-five years’ 
experience in paper mills is interested in the proposed plant in 
Dallas, according to the promoters. 


“Plants manufacturing paper from hull fibre, a lower grade of 
paper-making material than second-cut lint, already are in opera- 
tion in the United States. Procter & Gamble have a fifty-ton 
pulp mill at Atlanta, Ga., manufacturing paper from hull fibre, 
and are erecting a similar plant at Memphis. 

“Second-cut linters can be purchased more cheaply than wood 
pulp and the paper can be made more cheaply, according to figures 
compiled by Mr. Webb. To make one ton of wood pulp paper 
requires two cords of wood selling at $36 a ton, while to make a 
ton of lint paper requires 2,500 pounds of second-cut lint, selling 
at 2 cents a pound. It also is claimed that cost of handling the 
linters is less than of handling wood. 

“Attention was called to the possibilities of using linters for 
paper-making following the war. Before America entered the 
war approximately sixty pounds of lint per ton was removed by 
cottonseed oil mills. The Federal Government asked the mills to 
remove all the lint possible to be used for gun cotton and the oil 
mills removed from 145 to 200 pounds of lint per ton. Promoters 
of the paper mills here declare the cotton oil interests are anxious 
to continue removing a high proportion of lint if they can sell it, 
as a higher grade of oil, meal and cake is made.” 


O. M. Porter Goes With A. P. & P. A.

Syracuse, N. Y., July 12, 1920—O. M. Porter, instructor in 
forest engineering, has resigned from the New York State College 
of Forestry faculty to go to the American Paper and Pulp 
Association at a greatly increased salary, as assistant to Dr. Hugh 
P. Baker, secretary, former dean of the College of Forestry. 

The resignation is not only one more evidence of the manner in 
which the industries are looking to the forestry profession for 
men for practical business life, but will mean the placing of one 
more trained forester in the paper industry which offers great 
opportunity for the practical application of forestry principles. 

Mr. Porter came to the college in 1917, but soon left to become 
a private in the forest engineers, where he rapidly won promotion, 
being discharged with the rank of captain after extensive service 
in France.

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NEW CONDENSING MACHINES 


A Magdeburg machine firm is manufacturing an apparatus 
which it claims has certain advantages in condensing sulphite lye. 
The advantages are the small space occupied, small cost of con- 
struction, no more loss of lye, rendering foam harmless, a safe 
and steady running apparatus, possibility of using thin lye in 
making cellulose and of using wet wood scraps, and, finally, an 
increased yield of cellulose. See Fig. 1. 

The lye to be condensed enters by valve 7 lye chamber 1 and 


passes through the pipes into heating chamber 2, enters foam ~ 


chamber 3 and is rapidly driven through separator 8 into separa- 
tion chamber 4. Foam bubbles are exploded by pressure, shock 
and sudden expansion when passing out at 8a. The channels 
of the separators end tangentially, thus causing the matter to 
move round in a circle. The heavier parts of the lye are there- 
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by driven to the outer wall of the chamber, settling at the bottom 
and running off through pipe 11. The steam left, travels into 
separation chamber 5. . Moisture. still left: is forced against a 
rebounding plate, 9, the drops collecting at the bottom of 5 and 
running off through 12. The steam then enters pipe 10, cir- 
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culates in chamber 6 and passes out at 14, while any fluid matter 
still present runs off by way of 13. 

A concentrating, condensing and combusting oven has been 
invented by two Czechs, the brothers Ferdinand and Rudolph 
Volesky. See Figs. 2.

The lye enters concentration chamber A by pipe a, heated by 
hot gas and exhaust, steam, marked bb, which passes out by cc.

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SULPHITE WASTE LIQUOR UTILIZATION 


Paper PRESENTED BY RaLtpH H. McKeer, Pu.D., CoctumBia UNIVERSITY, AT THE SUMMER MEETING OF THE TECHNICAL SECTION OF THE 


CANADIAN PuLp AND Paper ASSOCIATION. 


Two cords of wood require as cooking liquor about 2,200 gallons 
of the solution of calcium bisulphite and sulphurous acid, and give 
one ton pulp. On the completion of the cook the waste liquor is 
ordinarily drawn off, and is run into the adjacent river, to the in- 
jury of the river life. In other words, half of the wood goes to 
make paper pulp and half is dissolved by the cooking liquor and 
discarded into the river. The total solids of the waste sulphite 
liquor average about 10 per cent, the principal portion being a 
calcium ligo-sulphonate produced by the solvent action of the 
cooking liquor on the lignin materials which bind together the 
cellulose fibres of the wood. This waste liquor also carries a small 
percentage of sugar. The amount of this sugar apparently dex- 
trose and fructose, varies from 1.5 to 3 per cent, depending on the 
temperature at which the wood chips have been cooked. 

The utilization of this liquor in the United States is being has- 
tened by legislation forbidding sulphite waste liquor being dumped 
into the water courses. The States of Pennsylvania and Wisconsin 
have already passed such laws and there is similar legislation be- 
fore Congress at Washington. So far as I know, none of the 
Federal or Provincial governments in Canada have as yet taken 
action, but one cannot tell how long they will continue to hold off. 

For over half a century attempts have been made to utilize this 
sugar for the commercial production of alcohol. It is only in the 
last ten years that methods have been worked out which success- 
fully accomplish this. 

One method is to heat the sulphite waste liquor with slime sludge 
or lime, filter off or decant from the precipitated calcium sulphate 
and calcium sulphite, and ferment the resulting filtrate, after the 
addition of yeast and yeast foods. The alcohol obtained in dis- 
tillation of the fermented liquor carries a small percentage of wood 
alcohol (up to 3 per cent) and minor percentages of other ma- 
terials which, though small in amount, are sufficient to prevent the 
sale of the alcohol as alcohol of the highest grade, unless excep- 
tional care is taken in the distillation. In 1918 this process, known 
as the lime or Ekstrom process, was used in Norway and Sweden 
by fifteen plants; in Germany and Austria by twelve plants; and in 
the United States, by one plant. The yields of alcohol by this 
process are generally lower than would correspond to the sugar 
content of the sulphite waste liquor. The explanation commonly 
given of the low yield is that it is due to the effect, in the neutrali- 
zation step, of a local excess of lime on the sugar, it being well 
known that hexose sugars are readily destroyed by alkalies. The 
total production of alcohol from sulphite waste liquor in the above 
mentioned countries in 1918 was approximately 6,000,000 gallons, 
most of it being used as automobile fuel. In the United States the 
process just described has not proven to be especially profitable, 
partly because of the low yields and partly because of the high 
installation cost and the extreme care and skill required in its 
operation. 

The second process arose about two years ago, due to certain 
experimental work, carried out in the chemical engineering labora- 
tories at Columbia University, which showed that the common be- 
lief that sulphur dioxide and sulphites are poisonous to the yeast 
organism is incorrect. That these do prevent the growth of the 
yeast organism in many liquors is true; but our evidence is that 
this is due to the fact that they are reducing agents and use up the 
rissolved oxygen of the liquor rather than that they have any 
direct action on the yeast organism. If this explanation is true, then 
by bubbling oxygen or air through the liquor the effect of the sul- 
phur dioxide and sulphites, when present in but moderate amounts, 
should be balanced; and actually this was found to be true. Sul- 


phite waste liquor, from which a portion of the free sulphur di- 
oxide has been removed, ferments readily and rapidly in the pres- 
ence of yeast and a current of air. If the sulphite liquor is used 
without the removal of a portion of sulphur dioxide, fermentation 
will ordinarily take place, but the speed will be slow. It is better 
to remove the excess of sulphur dioxide by steaming the liquor for 
a time. The process has been carried out, not only in the labora- 
tory using a few liters, but, through the courtesy of the Hammer- 
mill Paper Company, Erie, Pa., on small commercial units. Our 
first fermentations at the Hammermill plant were on 3.00 gallon 
charges, and later we used 13,000 gallon charges. We installed 
a commercial size still capable of handling 200 gallons of 95 per 
cent alcohol a day, and proved that there were no complications in 
the distillation of the alcohol formed in the sulphite liquor by the 
new process, 

As carried out by the new process, the liquor, after removal of 
the alcohol, is essentially free from sugars and sulphurous acid, 
and accordingly is a product of a less obnoxious character if run 
into the water course. Later it will be shown it can be evaporated 
and used as fuel with advantage. As by-products of the alcohol 
process there are obtained some sulphur dioxide in a form ready to 
be used in the pulp mill acid system, considerable hot distilled 
water for use as boiler feed (30,000 pounds at 212 degrees per hour 
for a 100 ton pulp plant), and much warm water for use in wash- 
ing pulp, instead of using cold water. In calculating costs of al- 
cohol manufacture (see tables) no credit is given for any of these 
by-products. 

In the method of carrying out the new alcohol process most 
efficiently, the sulphite waste liquor is in one step evaporated to 
approximately half its volume. If this liquor, after distilling off its 
alcohol content, is concentrated to 30 deg. Be, ie., a liquor of 
50 per cent solids content, it can then be burned in a properly de- 
signed boiler plant, by means of the ordinary form of oil burner, 
in which oil is sprayed into the furnace. This will give us for a 
100 ton pulp mill, about 1,000 H.P. per 24 hours as power; besides 
approximately one and a half times the amount of low pressure 
steam required for the evaporation, in triple effect evaporators of 
the waste liquor left after the alcohol distillation, to the 50 per 
cent solids content liquor ready to be burned under the boilers. 

The amount of waste sulphite liquor commercially available, 
using the ordinary type of blow pit and washing the displacement 
has been shown by tests conducted at the plant of the Hammermill 
Paper Company, Erie, Pa., to be, on an average, 1,930 U. S. gallons 
per ton of pulp. In other words, actual tests have shown the pre- 
viously used figures of 1,200 to 1,600 U. S. gallons per ton of pulp 
to be too low an estimate. 


Method of Operation 

The detailed method of operation is as follows: The hot waste 
sulphite liquor draining off from the wood pulp in the digester 
blow pit is run into a desulphurizing column about 16 feet high, 
where it meets a counter current of steam and has the larger 
part of its sulphur dioxide removed. The sulphur dioxide re- 
covered in this way is taken to the absorption towers to be used 
in the manufacture of fresh cooking acid. 

The hot desulphurized liquor is next evaporated to approxi- 
mately half its volume in a thermo- compressor type of evaporator. 
The choice of this type of evaporator is determined by the fact 
that the sulphite waste liquor is essentially a colloid and accord- 
ingly boils at approximately 212 degrees F., even when partially 
concentrated. This makes evaporation of such a material very

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cheap and requires but a small installation expense. The liquor 
as it comes from the desulphurizing tower may be fermented with- 
out evaporation, but to do so means doubling the capacity of the 
fermentation tanks and the building containing them, and is not 
wise from a financial point of view. 

The hot liquor is next cooled counter currently with water. The 
warm water thus produced has decided advantages over cold water 
in the pulp mill in the washing of pulp. The sulphite waste liquor 
at about 29 degrees C. is run into the fermentation tank and hydro- 
lyzed yeast, ammonium sulphate and calcium acid phosphate added 
as yeast foods along with the yeast. A slow current of air is intro- 
duced through pipes leading to the bottom of the tank. The air 
current serves the double purpose of furnishing the required oxy- 
gen needed by the yeast, and of keeping the yeast mixed with all 
portions of the fermenting liquor. With fermenting liquors car- 
rying large amounts Of sugar, such as molasses, the carbon dioxide 
evolution is sufficient to keep the mass of the liquor stirred, but 
with fermenting liquor carrying only a small percentage of sugar, 
such as waste sulphite liquor, the carbon dioxide evolution is 
scarcely sufficient to keep the yeast in, thorough suspension. 

After 60 to 72 hours’ fermentation the alcohol 1s distilled, best in 
a continuous still, to give a crude alcohol, and this crude alcohol 
is then re-distilled in a discontinuous or batch still. On one of 
the upper plates of the rectifying column of the batch still, there is 
run a dilute solution of soda ash to neutralize the free sulphur 
dioxide which accompanies the alcohol during distillation. 

I have carried out fermentations using samples of sulphite liquor 
from some fifteen mills. The yields of 95 per cent alcohol vary 
between 0.55 per cent and 1.35 per cent, with an average of about 
1.00 per cent calculated from the volume of sulphite waste liquor. 

Using the data obtained at the plant of the Hammermill Paper 
Company, Erie, Pa., in our fermentation and distillation of charges 
of 13,000 gallons of sulphite waste liquor, I give in Table No. 1, 
the costs of producing alcohol for a hundred ton sulphite pulp 
mill. The percentage of alcohol given is 1 per cent, though the 
percentage obtained in the experimental work, using the 13,000 
gallon charges mentioned before, was 1.07 per cent. The costs, 
moreover, have been increased to what I believe to be average 
Canadian costs.

The lime process has'a number of disadvantages, the principal 
ones of which are: 
dred ton plant to four tons a day, or a yearly cost of $18,000. 

2. The extra labor required to handle the incoming lime, to slake 
the lime and to handle the outgoing sludge. 

3. The loss of sugars due to the action of the lime amounts to 
approximately 10%, and accordingly means an increase of 3c a 
gallon in the cost of alcohol production, and a decrease in income 
from sales, if alcohol is sold at 60c a gallon, of $36,000 a year. 

4. Sulphite waste liquor neutralized with lime carries a cloud 
of suspended solids, even after settling and decantation. 

5. The residual slop from the alcohol still is not in good con- 
dition to be evaporated for use as fuel. 

6. Scale formation, in the case of the lime process, is very rapid 
in the still. I have seen gypsum scale over half an inch thick on 
parts of a still working under the lime process. 

Fuel Value of Residue 

At the April meeting of the Technical Association of the Ameri- 
can Pulp & Paper Industry in New York, there was presented a 
paper on Fuel from Sulphite Liquor (published in Convention 
number of paper). Making use of the great advances of the last 
few years in boiler design and boiler practice and the burning of 
powdered coal and of oil and using the data regarding concen- 
trated waste sulphite liquor in the paper referred to, we have as 
the simple and desirable way to utilize the waste liquor after the 
distillation of the alcohol, its utilizaion as fuel. 

When this residual sulphite liquor is evaporated we have the 
residual showing on a dry basis for a typical liquor at heat value 
of 7,950 B.T.U. per pound, ash 13.9 per cent. The sulphur content 
of the residue is 5.4 per cent and of the resulting ash 1.9 per cent. 
For each ton of pulp there is obtained, after having had the alcohol 
removed, about 1,100 gals.—9,900 lbs. containing 14 per cent solids 
—1,386 lbs. To concentrate to 50 per cent solids will require the 
removal of 7,128 lbs. water, with formation of a mobile pitch of 
50 per cent solids weighing 2,772 Ibs.

This is equivalent to 682 Ibs. coal, 14,000 B.T.U., per ton of pulp 
made, or 34.1 short tons per day for a 100 ton pulp mill. 

If this sulphite pitch is burned under a boiler to give steam of 
150 lbs. gauge pressure, there will be obtained a boiler efficiency 
varying between 60 and 80 per cent, according to the design of the 
boiler and its firebox. If 60 per cent, then per ton of pulp there 
will be obtained from water at 120° F.:

We may use the steam generated for the development of power 
in non-condensing steam engines. The exhaust steam of such 
engines could be used to evaporate the liquor in multiple effect 
evaporators. On the basis of this system we have the following: 

A simple non-condensing Corliss engine, using steam of 150 
Ibs. pressure, has a steam consumption of about 25 Ibs. per indi- 
cated horse power. Therefore from our steam we get,

The steam exhaust from this type of engine is at a pressure of 
3 to 5 Ibs. per square inch, and is about 88 per cent dry. Assuming 
that owing to pipe condensation and other heat losses it delivers 
but 75 per cent of the theory to the evaporaors. 

At 60 per cent boiler efficiency we have 5174 & .88 X .75 = 3414 
lbs. steam per ton pulp. 

At 80 per cent efficiency we have 6899 & 88 & .75 = 4553 Ibs. 
steam per ton pulp. 

To evaporate the 1,100 gallons to 50 per cent solids, as calcu- 
lated, will require the evaporation of 7128 lbs. of water. A triple 
effect evaporator of ordinary type will evaporate this amount of 
water if furnished 2651 Ibs. steam (or a quadruple effect with 
1967 Ibs. steam). ;

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New Work Market Review

No marked change in the railroad situation has taken place 
since last week. From most quarters it is generally said that a 
slight improvement took place as far as getting shipments through 
is concerned. Freight seems to be coming through to New York 
from distant points and longer hauls are a little better than they 
were. Local hauls are still bad, although many embargoes have 
been lifted. The shortage of cars continues to be keenly felt by 
practically every one. The coal situation is causing great concern, 
for many mills do not seem to be able to get enough fuel for their 
normal requirements. In general, prices remain firm, with the 
exception of roofing rags, which, due to the apathy on the part 
of buyers for this material, have suffered a further decline. Con- 
tinued optimism for a good fall season is expressed on all sides. 

The spot market in news print continues very quiet with slow 
sales reported. The little buying that is done seems to be for 
present consumption only. While most newsprint consumers ap- 
pear to expect a decline in spot prices to 8 or 9 cents, the trade 
does not see how such a low price is possible, in view of the car 
shortage, lack of sufficient raw materials, scarcity of ground wood, 
etc. Sheet news print continues active in response to a large de- 
mand, the price for these supplies being quoted as 13.50@14.00 
cents. No change in the contract market is reported, while the 
large mills are virtually all sold up for the third quarter. 

No change in the book paper market is reported over last week. 
The mills are all loaded up with orders, while the consumption is 
larger than ever. The local jobbers’ supplies are short, with 
conditions too active to permit of any large accumulations of stock. 

The market in fine papers remains firm. No hesitancy on the 
part of jobbers to place their orders for immediate use, at the 
prevailing prices, is reported, but they are not endeavoring to ac- 
cumulate large stocks. Even if they were so inclined, the usual 
drawbacks for the free flow of adequate supplies would hinder them 
somewhat. *A little dullness manifests itself but pretty good busi- 
ness is reported. 

The prices of tissues have not changed any since last week, and 
this market shows a firm tone. A fair demand obtains, while from 
some sources it is said that buyers are to be found for all the 
goods offered. The jobbers are said to have small stocks on hand. 
A little let-up in buying in July and August is anticipated, but 
everyone is looking for a good fall trade. 

In the paper board field no change is said to exist. A good de- 
mand continues while the supply in the local market is not what 
it should be for current needs. No noticeable improvement in the 
freight tie-up is reported, while coal shipments are said to be worse. 
This market continues firm. 

The coarse paper market remains very firm with little near-by 
goods available. Local stocks are very low and the demand for 
them seems brisk. While there appears to be some hesitancy on 
the part of local jobbers and big consuming buyers to commit 
themselves very far ahead, the general tone of the market indicates 
higher prices. In most quarters a very good fall business is ex- 
pected. 

Mechanical Pulp 


A large scarcity continues the reported condition in this mar- 
ket. An appreciable let-up is not discernible, for besides the great 
consumption, the dry season is upon us, which curtails production 
in this field. Almost any price can be gotten for ground wood, 
and many sales around $150 the ton have been recorded. 


Chetnical Pulp 
This market is very firm, and from some quarters it is said 
that even higher prices may be expected for the coming fall. Some 
mills are having a great deal of trouble in getting sufficient coal 


~ 


supplies, and if this situation should become much more acute, 
the temporary suspension of operations may be necessary. A few 
grades of pulp, such as kraft, have eased up slightly, due to the 
fact that a number of mills happen to have enough on hand to last 
them for a few weeks. 

The enormous demand for foreign pulp still exceeds by far the 
supply. The importations of pulp are not very large and a large 
percentage of these supplies coming in is contract stuff. England 
is getting into the Scandinavian market, as a purchasing power, 
very strongly. 

Domestic and Foreign Rags 

This market is experiencing a period of dullness. An apathetic 
attitude on the part of buyers is generally noticeable. It seems 
that the yards of many plants are now crowded with cars filled 
with paper mill supplies, much tonnage arriving at the same time. 
Hence, not only are the mills very indifferent to most offerings of 
rags, but a few are even asking the dealers to hold up their ship- 
ments. For roofing rags there seems virtually no demand—no- 
body wants them, hence they are declining in price. It is antici- 
pated, however, supplies will be needed in a few weeks with a con- 
sequent firmer market. 

Foreign rags continue firm on the other side, but business, as 
far as this market is concerned, is very slow. 


' Old Rope and Bagging 
The market in both these commodities is very inactive. The 
mills are not buying. They seem to have sufficient supplies on 
hand to last them for a little while, and will not even bother listen- 
ing to most offerings. 
Waste Paper 
The higher grades of waste paper are still in good demand and 
most consumers seem to be able to obtain sufficient quantities to 
meet their requirements. Mixed paper gave evidence of a weak- 
ness during the past week with a consequent decline in price. Other 
quotations display a decidedly firm tone. 


Twine 

The twine market is very firm. Supplies are rather difficult to 
obtain, due to the crowded condition of the mills and embargoes 
on the railroads. The trade is looking forward to higher prices, 
due to the scarcity of raw materials. To aggravate this situation, 
although no figures have been published as yet, present indications 
point to a short jute crop this year, and because of the fact that 
last year and the year before the crop was insufficient also, no im- 
mediate relief in the twine situation is expected. 


North American Pulp Co. Prospers 

A Montreal dispatch to the Investor and Trader states that 
the North American Pulp and Paper “management at the present 
time are figuring on a net income for 1920 of around $3,000,000.” 
This compares with unofficial estimates of $1,600,000. 

In 1919 net was about $1,200,000, $985,199 in 1918, and $689,335 
in 1917. 

The dispatch further states: “The failure of the company 
in 1919 to reflect the improvement in all pulp prices is said 
to be due mainly to the fact that several large contracts had 
been made at low prices. These have now all been gradually 
worked out and from now on the company should have the 
benefit of very much better prices for all its products.”

power an amount of timber properly situated to keep it in opera- 
tion indefinitely. The Forest Service is not committed to the sale 
of timber on the units as delineated. The map may serve as a guide 
for the examination of suitable locations, and no more. The Service 
has available on request maps of the Tongass Forest, scale 8 miles 
to the inch, which give more detail and would be valuable in the 
detailed examination of pulpwood resources. 


The Service has had insufficient funds to conduct intensive sur- 
veys and stream-gauging work on the Tongass Forest on a satis- 
factory scale. A bill has been introduced into the Senate provid- 
ing adequate funds for the purpose (see S. 3555, and a report has 
been made on the bill, Senate Document No. 234, 66th Congress, 
2nd Session). The bill was not passed and the funds available to 
the Service for this work remain limited. 


The coast line of Alaska is being charted by the U. S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. The charts produced are satisfactory for navi- 


gation. These maps furnish a base for the survey of the interior, 
which has been partially mapped by the U. S. Geological Survey, 
The area indicated on 


the Land Office, and the Forest Service. 
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the map as having been cruised does not comprise the entire area 
surveyed by the Service, as detached surveys are made in connec- 
tion with numerous special uses, timber sales, homestead land set- 
tlement, improvements, etc. However, the survey of an area of 
20,000,000 acres with a coast line of 12,000 miles is obviously a task 
which will take years to complete to a degree where reasonable 
demands for maps and estimates of timber can be satisfied.

ALUM.—A fair demand is reported in this market, while poor 
transit facilities prevent an oversupply. Prices as reported are:

BLANC FIXE.—This commodity is very difficult to obtain on 
the open market; while a good demand continues. From the fac- 
tory in carload lots $100 remains as the current quotation, while 
the price per pound is 6.50@7 cents.
